Christ of Latter-Day Saints: On April 6th, 1830, the Church was organized as 
a body corporate at Fayette, in the State of New York, with a membership of 
six persons. True, at that time a few times six had associated themselves more 
or lese firmly with the new religious movement; but, as the laws of the State 
specified six as the minimum required to form a religious corppration, only 
that number took part in the legal procedure. Such a beginning May seem to 
afford little ground of either hope or fear as to future developments; neverthe- 
— — newly established Church was vigorously opposed even from its 
nce on. 

oday the “Mormon” Church is known by name at least throughout the 
civilized world, as well as amongst most of the semi-cultured peoples in the 
remoter parts of thé earth and on the islands of the sea. Since 1830 every 
year has witnessed an increase in its membership and an extension of arepe- 
ganda. The six have increased to over half a million adherents. The tiny 
mustard seed has become a spreading tree, whose branches furnish food and 
shelter to the earnest seeker after truth. The growth of the Church is apparent 


to even the poorly informed. But the Church has not only gtgwn; it has devel- 


Between growth and development there is a differ@fice of the most 
essential kind. Development its a characteristic of life, to which mere growth 
is essentially secondary and subordinate. 

The vital character of the church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints was 
evident fram the first. In masterly parable, the kingdom of heaven has been 
likened unto leaven, which a woman took and hid in three measures of meal; 
and, behold, from it the mass became leavened. It is not-too mugs to affirm 
that the leaven of “Mormonism” is leavening the world and its theology. Every 
studious reader of recent commentaries on the Holy Scriptures, and of theo- 
logical treatises in general, is aware of a surprising progressiveness in modern 
views of things spiritual, amounting in many instances to an abandonment of 
what were once regarded as the fundamentals of orthodoxy. Im the new 
theology “Mormeniem” bh@ picnecred the way. A few instances may be cited 
as illustrative. 

' €1) The unscriptural and repellent dogma of inherent degeneracy and the 
contaminating effect of original sin, by which every child ig born vile in the 
sight and judgment of God, long cast its dark shadow over the minds of men. 
From this conception sprang the practise of infant tiem and the perverted 
doctrine of assured damnation for all innocent babes o die unbaptized. It is 
cheering to know that practically all Christendom today repudiates belief in 
thé eternal condemnation of babes who die without baptism.

The Dixie Pigeon association, an 
organization composed of the leading 
pigeon breeders in the south, has 
adopted the following standard for 
the Carneau pigeon. which standard 
will be observed by the judges in all 
shows held this year unaer the D. PA.

In judging all Carneaux it should 
be rememebered that Carneaux are ex- 
hibition and “utility birds,’ used for 
squab-breeding purposes. They con- 


sigt of three decided colors—red, yel-. 


low and white; these being the con- 
color. They may be ali red, all yel- 
low, all white, or commingling colors 
of red ‘and white or yeilow and white. 
Rules and Points Standard. 

In classification for shows the dif- 
ferent colored birds shouid be placed 
in their respective classes.

Commercial Fertilizer. 

History tells us that in early colonial 
days a friendly Indian visited one of 
the colonies or settlements of Massa- 
chusetts, and, among other things, 
showed the colonists how to raise bet- 
ter corn by putting-a fish in the soil 
near each hill of corn for fertilizer. It 
would be difficult to say whether or not 
this was the first time ny fertilizers 
had been used in America, but it is the 
first record we have of the use of any- 
thing other than barnyard manure. 

We have read, too, of how some of 
the settlers and their descendants of 
much later days used to throw the 
ya manure into the streams or move 
their barns when too large a pile ac- 
cumulated near them; from this we 
may assume that the value of home- 
made fertilizers was also unknown at 
least to many of them. In the south 
we know that cotton seed was long 
considered a waste product, and was 
disposed of in much the same way, or 
in any way to gett rid of it. 
| The day came, however, when the 
value of fertilizers of various kinds 
as aids in crop production became rec- 
ognized and everyone became more 
careful to save what was near them, 
and then to look about to ses what 
there was of value that could be bought 
for this purpose. .One of the first ma- 
terials other than fish, which were 
used only near the coasts or streams, 
was guano. True guano was the dried 
dung from countless numbers of sea- 
birds, which had accumulated on some 
of the islands of the sea or along the

Sources of Nitrogen.

BRITISH CONTINUE 
THEIR ADVANCE. 


Lendon, March 41.—isritish forces. in 
Mesopotamia advancing .o the north. of 
Bagdad have occupied the town of 
Kalaat Felujah and the areas of Delta- 
Wah and Sindiyah and Shurabat, ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
today by the British press bureau. 

The British troops, the statement 
aads, were now confronted by the rem- 
wants of the Turkish army which re- 
treated from Kut-El-Amara which were 
Teinfeorced by fresh units near Delte- 
wah and Sindiyah. 

The British official statement reads: 

“Bince March 19 our forces operat- 
ing to the north and northeast of 
Bagdad have been actively engaged 
in pressing back the enemy” troops 
atill remaining in this area, and gen- 
erally securing and consolidating the 
positions. 

“In the course of their converging 
movement towards Khanikin (on the 
Persian border 100 miles north of Bag- 
dad), our own and advancing Rus- 
sian columns encountered considerable 
difficulties, the former due to the num- 
ber of small canals and rivers, most 
of which had to be bridged, and the 
latter owing to snow and devastation 
of the country by the retreating Turks 
and the formidable obstacle offered by 
the position at Paitak Pass. In this 
direction considerable Turkish forces 
were encountered by our troops. 

“The enemy has opposed strenuous 
resistance in the course of which we 


_ inflicted very severe losses upon him 


and captured a cunsiderable number 
Of prisoners besides quantities of f0od- 
Stuits and supplies. 

“Un Marcn 23 we occypied Shapro- 
ban (Sherabon), after fvely fighting 
on the outskirts of the town. 

“Un the 26th there was severe fight- 
ing on the Diala river about Jebel 
HMamrin (a range of hills stretching 
north of the Diaia river to the Tigris), 
and in the direction of Kizil Robat (20 
mifes south of Khanikin), the enemy 
being heavily purtished. 

“Deltawah and Sindiyah, rich and 
Productive areas some 35 miles north 
of Bagdad, are now occupied by our

“Fallujah (Kalaat Felujah), 36 miles 
weat of Bagdad, on the Euphrates, was 
occupied March 19, the Turkish force 
offering little or no opposition and re- 
treating in the direction of Hit (66 
Thiles to the northwest).

The float in the carburetor may be 
adjusted too high, or, as you suggest, 
the trouble may be in the valve.

“Gasoline leakage is generally caused ~ 
by a certain amount of mixture w 
is not burned and finds its way into 
the crank case, diluting the oil and 
destroying its lubricating qualities 
from 10 per cent to 30 per cent in 
two weeks’ to a month’s time, d 
ing upon weather conditions. This 
means that on the compression stroke 
some of the gaseous mixture from the 
combustion chamber leaks past the pis- 
ton rings and condenses in the 
crank case. This action is due to the 
fact that the oil does not perfectly 
seal the space between the cylinder 
walls and the piston rings. # 

“Of course, it is perfectly obvious 
that gasoline is not a good lubricant. 
And it does not take much speculation 
to determine what will happen to a 
motor if no steps are taken to prevent 
the gasoline from leaking into the 
crank case and becoming a part of the 


lubricant. 


“Oil diluted with gasoline becomes a 
mighty poor lubricant and will leave 
the cylinders dry if allowed to continue 
unchecked. This wilk cause wear 
necessitate the replacing of some vital 


part of the internal mechanism of the

Instead of facing a condition of over- 
production of automobiles, it.is a cer- 
tainty that this year there will be a 
shortage of cars. Such was the con- 
clusion of district sales managers and 
salesmen who gathered at the Chalmers 
factory several days ago for a confer- 
ence with E. C. Morse, vice president 
and general manager; W. P. Drumpel- 
mann, assistant sales manager, and 
other officiala of the Chalmers com- 
pany.

Stor- 
age houses in the various territories, 
usually filled with cars for spring de- 
livery at this time of the year, are emp- 
ty, and it is of chief concern to deal- 
ers how they will be able to take care 
of the demand. 

In no part of the country, according 
to the Chalmers representatives, is 
there anywhere near the number of cars 
in storage to meet the demand.

The into- 
sight figures are very small, indicating an 
unwillingness to sell, but since we already 
know how much cotton is back and which 
some day will come forward and we do 
not know what the demand is nor have 
we any except theoretical methods of ar- 
riving at the demand, the mills’ takings 
becomes the next most important question to 
acreage and crop prospects of the new crop. 
The takings for the week were only 167,000 
bales, bringing the season's total up to 10,-

ports, too, are much too small, amounting 
to less than 60,000 bales, and for them to 
run less than 100,000 per week is disap- 
pointing. If the claims of Germany that 
they sunk 750,000 tonnage during February 
and that March is progressing more favor- 
ably are correct the most serious of prob- 
lems confronts the cotton trade and that 
qu mn is how will we export any cot- 
ton t ef the next crop.

_] WAR WOULD RESULT 


IN FINANCIAL G000 


Wall Street Experts Believe 
Entrance of United States 
Into Struggle Would Cause 
Industrial Boom. 


New York, March 31.—(Special.)— 
The securities markets adopteda waiting 
attitude during the past week, although 
towards the close of it there was more 
disposition on the part of the public to 
buy stocks than there had been since 
the fore-part of the previous week. 
This increase in buying was due to the 
fact that it became a practical certain- 
ty that the United States will be in a 
recognized state of war within a week 
or two. The troudlé with the market 
for a long time was that there was no 
certainty as to what to expect next, 
while now it looks as though all un- 
certainties would soon be dispelled and 
that the industries and general busi- 
ness of the country were soon to re- 
ceive a further stimulus from govern- 
ment Define of supplies and munitions. 
it has ween said quite repeatedly by 
those who are against the entrance of 
the United States into the war that it 
would be bad tor business, and might 
ruin industry and put a hait on com- 
merce, but the opinion of the leading 
experts on business, matters seems to 
be in the opposite direction, and they 
are nearly aii of the opinion that the 
entrance of this country into the woria 
conflict will not only vring immediate 
morai and financial good to the coun- 
try, but that it will lay the foundation 
of much better relations with other na- 
tions, excepting, of course, the central 
powers of Kurope, which will be of 
enormous benefit for generations to 
come. 


Ne Huge Prefits. 


It has also been said by other opo- 
nents of war that only “capitalists” 
wanted it, and that it was merely tor 
their benefit that war was waged. Al- 
though the point of view of big busi- 
ness men in the United States is almost 
totally disregarded, and all kinds of 
false motives are ascribed to every- 
thing they do, it is the consensus of 
disinterested observers, familiar with 
the facts, that the important business 
men of the United States will not try 
in any way to make exorbitant profits at 
government expense, but that it will be 
the small sellers of supplies who will 
be the main offenders in this respect. 
The steel and copper companies have 
taken government contracts already at 
rices greatly below the prices prevail- 
ng in the open markets, although they 
need not have done so and made their 
reductions for patriotic reasons alone. 
The question will arise, therefore, as to 


into the war will benefit business, and 
the answer is that while government 
work will probably not be the source 
of much direct profit, it will greatly 
increase the great volume of private 
business, both for home and export use, 
which all kinds of companies have, 
unfilled, on their books, This will be 
a decided anchor to windward when the 
war ends, and brings with it the in- 
evitable readjustment of business con- 
ditions to meet world competition. 
Therefore, it is to be a great benefit 
to industry if the unfilled business on 
the books of all kinds of corporations 
is increased because of government 
buying. In prospect of a boom in se- 
curities following the declaration, or 
admission of war, there was a little 
more short covering in securities dur- 
ing the past week. The shorts were 
squeezed out of stocks about the mid- 
die of the month just closed, but they 
returned to the bear side a week ago 
when the bull movement subsided. t 
that time there had been some big out- 
side buying, but it was for important 
interests, and when it was nished 
there was little new demand for stocks, 
whereupon the bears took heart again. 
It always takes a market in which 
there are thousands of small buyers 
to have any decided advance in stocks, 
and until the public takes the market 
into its care again, the short side of 
the market will have some attractions. 
Judging every sign, therefore, it is be- 
lieved that the next two weeks will be 
a period of considerable strength and 
activity in securities. 


The Money Market. 


One factor which may prevent any 
decided advance in stocks may be a 
sudden tightening up of money. It 
is not provable that this will be seen, 
as there is an enormous amount of idle 
money in the leading banking centers 
at present, but if the start ot the war 
sees any great demand on -this country 
for funds, it may mean that banks 
will tnereupon make it difficult for 
stock market operators to get funds. 
During the past week there was a tem- 
porary tendency towards tightening 
although rates were easy, but thia

foreign exchange market was 
irregular during the past week, with 
weakness in ussia exchange and 
strength in German and Austrian cur- 
rency. The reports of plans for a drive 
on Petrograd by Germany was one of 
the causes of weakness in roubles, an- 
other being the lack of preparation 
which the new government has shown 
in regard to protecting its exchange 
abroad. While no doubts exist in we 
informed circles that the new govern- 
ment will meet all of the obligations 
of the nation incurred by Czar Nicholas 
and his government when it was in 
power, .there have been continual 
rumors to the contrary. Strength in 
German and Austrian money was due 
to the further large withdrawals of 
funds for Teutonic account, it being 
expected b tig oe of German origin 
that it would be impossible to get their 
funds out after a week _ er two more 
had passed. French and English ex- 
change showed an improving tendency, 
as it is believed that the first acts of 
the United States. after becoming one 
of their allies, will be to take steps to 
aid the credit of France and Great 


Britain. 


The 


Shortage of Labor. 

A labor ‘shortage is one of the great 
drawbacks ahead of business at the 
present time. There is already a short- 
age in nearly all lines, but it will be- 
come acute if there is a demand for a 
large number of men for war pur- 
poses at once. One of the first steps 
expected from the government after 


the state of war is entered formally, 
it is believed, will be to take action 
looking toward the enrollment of rail- 
road men, munitions workers and 
others indispensible to war, in govern- 
ment service, or, partly so in order 
to be sure that there will be enough 
mén to keep war supplies moving, to 
move troops, etc. 

An interesting experiment in finan- 
cing, which may be the start of an- 
other radical change in investment 
methods in this yore is the offering 
by an fmportant banking house of the 
bonds of an electric supply company of 
Australia. If successful, it is believed 
that there will be further foreign cor- 
poration securities offerings here, even 
though less than two years ago foreign 

overnment bonds were almost wun- 
nown here. If this country takes to 
high-grade corporation securities, as it 
has to government bonds, it will go a 
long ways toward making the United 
States the leading banking nation of 
the world long after the war is over.

ALUMNAE ENDOWMENT |

The alumnae of Agnes Scott college 
have just started a campaign to secure 
$190,000 as additional endowment for 
their alma mater. Under the leader- 
a of their able president, Mrs. C. 

Dieckmann, they have lined themselves 
up and are eager-to get into the field 
and to the work of putting this college 
in the heart of our southland on as finm 
a financial basis as its sister colleges 
of the same rank in the east and west. 

This is but one more stride upward 
in the history of this plucky and am- 
bitious college. Twenty-five years ago 
it was of elementary and grammar 
grade, conducted by two teachers in a 
rented building. Today it is a college 
classed in group 1 i the highest edu- 
cational authority. It has a campus of 
eighteen acres, twelve buildings on it 
and seven others adjoining the campus, 

and an endowment of $176,911. ut 
while this endowment represents prog- 
ress, it is entirely inadequate. 

Agnes Scott college by dint of labor 
and ambition has placed’ herself on a 
footing with the highest graded col- 
leges of America. he is abreast with 
Wellesley and V r in every respect 
except financially. With an ambition 
to give the southern womanhood a 
higher Christian education equal to that 
given in the east and west, she has 
striven tirelessly. But to render this 
efficiency permanent, she must have the 
help of a bigger endowment. Few peo- 
ple appreciate the great expense of 
conducting a modern college. The elec- 
tive system of the curriculum demands 
a large teaching force, and these teach- 
ers must be experts of the finest train- 
ing, of recognized ability, and of the 
highest type of character. Such teach- 
ers cannot be secured without fair 
compensation. The laboratories and li- 
brary of the college of the first rank 
are exceedingly expensive and require 
annual outlay. The inevitable expense 
of upkeep for a college plant is likewise 
very great. 

The result is that the income of a 
great college from its student body 
does not in to meet.the current ex- 
penses. This is true even of the large 
colleges, with hundreds of students. 
Wellesley and Vassar coul_ not con- 
tinue their work without large endow- 
ment. The question remains, What is 
an adequate endowment? For a col- 
lege of nie tes grade it should not be 
— than 00,000 and preferably a 
million.

ORDER AGAIN TRIUMPHS. 

Down in Taylor county a few days ago 
somebody murdered Sheriff John McCants. 

The victim was, beside being the sheriff 
of the county, one of the most highly re- 
spected and popular men in his section of 
the state. His death was lamented by a 
wide circlé of friends, and feeling against the 
unknown slayer was widespread and intense. 

Seven negroes were immediately arrested 
in connection with the murder, but no one 
presumed to know which of the prisoners 
was the guilty man. A mob was formed, 
and freedom was offered six of them if they 
would “turn state’s evidence” against the 
one who did the killing. They were given a 
night in which to do this. 

Neither admitted knowledge that either 
of the seven had killed the sheriff. The mob 
was bent upon avenging the death of Sheriff 
McCants by the lynching method, under the 
presumption that one of the arrested negroes 
was guilty and being shielded by his six 
fellow-prisoners. 

The stage was ideally set for an old-time 
“necktie party’’ The prominence of the 
murdered man, the righteous indignation of 
the citizenship, the circumstantial evidence 
of guilt of the negroes in custody—all of the 
elements conspired admirably to make up an 
ideal setting for a lynching. The cowering 
suspects indeed seemed doomed. 

However, to quote from the news report 
of what took place— 


THE LAW-ABIDING SPIRIT OF THE 
COMMUNITY PREVAILED AND IT WAS 
DETERMINED THAT THE LAW 
SHOULD TAKE ITS COURSE WITH 
THE NEGROES UNDER ARREST. 


They were given a fair hearing, and at 
that hearing the fact developed that neither 
of the accused men had had a hand in the 
killing of the sheriff, and strong proof was 
adduced that the real murderer is Ponto 
Huff, who escaped, and for whom the officers 
immediately started in quest. 

Therefore, four of the men originally 
charged with murder were released, and 
three were held on a charge of gambling, 
they having been engaged in a crap game 
when arrested. 

Herein Taylor county affords the most 
recent, and a most convincing, instance of the 
folly of the institution known as lynching— 
but, better still, it affords a splendid iliustra- 
tion of the triumph of law and order over 
mob violence and outlawry! 

How easy it would have been to have 


lynched those seven negroes for the murder 


of a respected officer of the law! 

And how horrible would it have been aft- 
erward to find that they had suffered the ex- 
treme penalty for an act of which they were 
innocent! 

But for the prevalence of cooler heads 
that is precisely what might have happened; 
and Taylor county would have suffered the 
stigma and the members of the Taylor 
county mob would have suffered the unspeak- 
able remorse which would have followed the 
discovery of their ghastly mistake in the heat 
of passion. 3 

As it is, the incident is another illuminat- 
ing triumph of sanity and good citizenship— 
all to Taylor county’s credit. And it shows 
that wise counsel, law and order are rapidly 
supplanting passion and prejudice, and that 
the institution of mob law in‘the south is 
rapidly being relegated to its rightful place 
in the category of things of the past. 


LEGISLATIVE BUILDING. 


North Carolina’s legislature, just ad- 
journed, has, under the common sense direc- 
tion of Governor T. W. Bickett, set an ex- 
ample of humanitarian and businesslike leg- 
islation which any body of lawmakers might 
follow with profit and honor to its state. Its 
record is a brilliant example of legislative 
buliding. 

If the Georgia general assembly, when it 
meets next June, will only duplicate it much 
of the criticism usually in the wake of a 
legislative session will be conspicuous by its 
absence, because it will have builded well for 
Georgia and written “Progress” in bold let- 
ters into our statute books. 

As Governor Bickett himself well says of 
the session, “the finest commentary on the 
general assembly of 1917 will be found in the 
simplest statement of its record,” the out- 
standing feature of which is that “it deals 
entirely with industrial, social and educa- 
tional problems,” and only in a negative way 
“did the assembly touch the domain of 
politics.” 

When Governor Bickett assumed office 
last January 11 he sounded this keynote of 
his inaugural address: 

“The firat and dearest work of this. ad- 


ministration will be a supreme effort to 
translate the tenants of the state into 


landlords.” 

Thus, in keeping with this principle, the 
legislature set to work, threw the hatchet 
away, took up in fits stead the hammer, the 
trowel and the saw and started to build; and 
when it had adjourned it had written into the 
code twenty-two separate and distinct acts, 
all dealing with new subjects or old subjects 
in a new way, and every one tended to make 


easier the lot of the struggling homeowner 


and oifering inducements to tenants to ac- 
quire proprietorship over the land they till. 
One mighty fine act it is one! sub- 
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amendment to exempt from taxation all 
“notes, mortgages and all other evidences of 
indebtedness given in good faith for the pur- 
chase price of a home.” Another, and along 
the same line, is an act called the “crop lien 
law,” regulating the penalty imposed upon 
poverty for its inability to pay cash for liv- 
ing commodities and supplies, by limiting 
the extent to which a crop lien will lie for 
the payment of debt incurred for necessities. 

Both of these acts are directly in recog- 
nition of the rights of the tiller of the soil, 
regardless of ownership, to an equitable 
share in the products of his toil, and the 
right of every man to a fair chance to be- 
come owner of his own home. They hold out 
a beacon light of hope before the tenant with 
ambition; they make for better citizenship 
of the state. 

Among other splendid acts coming out of 
the session may be enumerated those pro 
viding for the teaching of the fundamentals 
of good farming in every country school; 
providing for medical inspection of school 
children so as to discover physical defects in 
their incipiency; to protect the citizen from 
being defrauded by the sale of nostrums for 
incurable diseases; establishing a home and 
school for cripples; state-wide quarantine, 
this law providing rural sanitation, all being 
calculated to aid the citizen in the battle 
for bread. While they deal with the physical 
necessities of the people, they, in addition to 
their commercial] value, are, as the governor 
expresses it, “shot through with the spirit of 
humanitarianism.” 

In addition, the legislature submitted a 
constitutional amendment calling for six in- 
stead of four months’ school attendance each 
year; passed acts authorizing the incorpora- 
tion of rural communities; making liberal 
appropriation for moonlight schools; expan- 
sion of the work of rural libraries; provid- 
ing for a system of state highways; to en- 
courage the installation of running water and 
electric lights and telephones in country 
homes; making an appropriation to relieve 
the loneliness of country life by giving whole- 
some, instructive and entertaining exhibi- 
tions in country school houses; establishing 
a home for delinquent women; creating a 
state board of general welfare and public 
charities; for the building of a. new home 
for the blind; providing for a $3,000,000 bond 
issue to encourage the building of better 
school houses in the country, and to provide 
adequate quarters and equipment for the 
state’s educational and charitable institu- 
tions—all in line with the theory of Gov- 
ernor Bickett that “man cannot live by bread 
alone,’”’ but requires for his proper develop- 
ment the enrichment of his social and intel- 
lectual life. 

Further than this the North Carolina gen- 
eral assembly placed the administration of 
the state’s affairs upon a more intelligent 
and humane basis by enacting a prison re- 
form law;. another consolidating the three 
hospitals for the insane under one respon- 
sible management; others, to establish a new 
and modern system of accounting in the 
state departments and institutions; creating 
an educational commission to consider the 
entire school system of the state; providing 
for a state board to examine teachers and 
conduct educattonal institutes; creating a 
sub-commission to devise an equitable sys- 
tem of taxation, and a law eliminating unnec- 
essary and cumbersome reports of state de- 
partments. 

All of which constitutes a legislative pro- 
gram beautifully carried out, and a contribu- 
tion to the code of which any state might be 
proud. 

It is to be hoped that the incoming gov- 
ernor of Georgia and every member of the 
new general assembly will carefully study 
this series of progressive, humanitarian leg- 
islative acts in advance of the inauguration 
of the new administration.

First Steam Engine Was 
Exhibited in Alexandria, 
Egypt, Over 2,100 Years Ago 


Probably no museum collection in the 
world better illustrates the development of 
the steam engine, particularly the locomo- 
tive, than the exhibit of the United States 
national museum at Washington, which in- 
cludes two of the earliest original locomo- 
tives and: numerous models and accessories. 

The history of the steam engine is a 
materialistic romance without parallel in the 
record of human achievements. It covers the 
stupendous and persistent efforts of many 
early philosophers and mechanics who found 
steam a mysterious uncontrollable force, and 
left it a comprehensible controllable factor 
of public service. The steam engine has been 
termed the most successful invention ever 
brought into use for converting the poten- 
tial energy of coal into mechanical work. 

No one knows how long after it was ob- 
served that wy holding down the lid of a 
kettle of boiling liquid, a certain force was 
created due to the compression of the steam, 
before any use was attempted with this newly 
discovered force, although it was probably a 
great number of years. It is certain, how- 
ever, that a sort of steam engine was ex- 
hibited in Alexandria, Egypt, about 200 years 
before our era began, and it was described in 
a work on pneumatics by Hero, of Alexandria, 
written between 160 and 130 B. C. his ma- 
chine was a rotary affair, more theoretical 
than practical, as were many of the results 
of philosophy in those days. A reconstruction 
of this engine in model form is in the museum 
exhibits, which yen eh shows it to be not 
unlike a Greek aeolipile designed a little 
Neither of these machines, however, 
was much more than a mechanical toy, al- 
though the latter type is said to have been 
practically ap “agi much later on for 
a roasting sp 

Lack of Interest fer Centuries. 

Nothing more is to be found concernin 
the steam engine for centuries, a fact whic 
is no doubt due to the lack of interest in 
anything which did not have to do with war 
or warlike implements. The philosophers 
were practically forced to devote their time 
to designing military. appliances, while the 
writers recorded the achievements of the 
same. A book. published in Rome in 1629 
gi a description of Giovanni Branca’s 
cr steam engine, showing it to have been 
an elementary steam turbine, with the sole 
. an ma gg 4 a 
maki the steam follow the vanes, or buck- 
ets, of the revolving wheel, so that more of 
its energy might have been converted into 
useful’ work.

The museum possesses a model of a very 
early machine designed by Sir Isaac Newton 
in 1680, which was propelled by a jet of 
steam projected backward ainst the air, 
and a model of Denis Papin’s invention of 
about the same time. The investigations of 
Savery and Papin, and the successful experi- 
mental engines of Thomas Newcomen in 1706, 
with his piston and cylinder soon followed. 
Newcomen’s ideas were improved a James 
Watt in 1769, who also introduced the high- 
pressure engines, the condenser and later the 
double-acting engine. The development of 
the engine was advanced by Cugnot, Evans, 
Hornblower and Murdoch; a model of the 
latter’s engine is on display in the museum. 

A& the result of a wager made by a resi- 
dent of Merthyr-Ty’dvil, an important iron 
town of South Wales, that he could convey 
a load of iron nine miles by the power of 
steam alone, Richard Trevithick made the 
first engine to run on rails in 1803, and won 
the wager for his employer the next year. 
Trevithick, it has been claimed, copied the 
stationary engine built in 1800 by Oliver 
Evans, an American, who was later ingenious 
enough to attach wheels to a scow and pro- 
pel it by steam throwgh the streets of Phila- 
delphia in 1804. This curious creation called 
the “oruktor amphibolis,” was the first motor 
car to run on American soil. :

Issues Statement Pledging | 
Co-operation to the State) 
Chamber of Commerce in| 


Campaign to Increase the 
Food Crops. 


Governor Nat E. Harris Saturday 1s- 
sued a statement to the public in which 
he placed himself on record as being 
whole-heartedly in co-operative sym- 
pathy with the statewide food crops 
campaign in Georgia, launched by the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce on the 
first of March, and calling upon all 
citizens—farmers and business men in 
the cities alike—to give the subject 
their closest attention and their most 
positive support. 

The nexa big event incidental to the 
work will be the statewide -confer- 
ence with Carl Vrooman, firt assistant 
secretary of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, which the chamber 
has arranged for, to ve held in this 
city April 5. 

Mr. Vrooman 


is the official instru- 
mentality through which the depart- 
ment of agriculture is to launch and 
conduct on its own account a vigorous 
food-crop campaign throughou the en- 
tire south this spring, of which his ap- 
pearance here will be the opening. — 

He had planned to hold his initial 
meeting in another southern city, but 
on account of the campaign already 
under way in Georgia under the aus- 
pices of the state chamber of com- 
merce, the chamber was enabled to in- 
duce him ¢o hold his first meeting and 
start the entire southern campaign 
here, and several days in advance of 
the date originally and tentatively set 
for it. 

Invitations Sent Out. 

Friday and Saturday the state cham- 
ber sem invitations to 100 chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade and similar 
Organizations throughout the state, af- 
fiiated with the state organizations, 
each to hold a special meeting of its 
board of directors and appvoint one or 
more representatives «o attend the 
Vrooman conference in Atlanta. Also 
Similar invitations were sent to 100 
leading banks of the various communi- 
ties ot the state and to 200 of the 
State's leading farmers, representative 
of every importanm rural community of 
Georgia, and to a representative of the 
membership of the state chamber itself 
im every county of ihe state, to come to 
Atlanta upon day and participate 
in the conference, 

The manhagemecitt of the chamber is 
Banguine in the belief that with few 
possible exceptions these invitations 
will be accepted, to the end that the 
conference will be of such magnitude 
and far-reaching importance as to 
eclipse any previous agricultural event 
in the sAate’s history. 

Governor Harris is heartily in sym- 
pathy with the entire enterprise, as he 
himelf declares in the following state- 
ment given out by him Saturday: 

“The action of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce in initiating a state food 
crops campaign not only meets with my 
heartiest approval, but it is most high- 
ly commendable and the spirit shown 
By other commercial organizations oft 
the state and the steps they have taken 
not only to indorse the plan set on foot 
by the state chamber March 1, but to 
co-operate in making the campaign of 
the most possible far-reaching benefit 
to the state of Georgia, is most grati- 
fying to me.

crop this year. Georgia should not only 
feed itself, but out of a bounteous har- 
vest she should help to feed the rest 
of the nation. 

“The Georgia Chamber of Commerce, 
too, is to be highly commended for 
having secured the Hon. Carl Vrooman, 
of the United States departmem of ag- 
riculture, to come to Atlanta on the 
5th of April and confer with citizens 
from all parts of the state upon this 
all-important subject. And ik should 
be gratifying to every Georgian that 
Mr. Vrooman has consented to open the 
department's proposed great southern 
food crops campaign in Atlanta and 
Georgia, rather than elsewhere.

been conferred upon a woman. 

Mrs. Felton’s address was the fea- 
ture of the convention, notwithstandin 
we had able addresses from prominen 
men from different parts of the coun- 
try. On that line I will say that there 
is but one other woman whois an hon- 
orary member of the State Agricultural 
society and her name is Mrs. Munk. of 
Sylvester, Werth county, Georgia. This 
woman by and through her own efforts 
for years has made an exhibit at the 
state fair and always carries off one 
or more prises, sometimes the big 
stakes. 

I had the honor also of presenting 
her name as en honorary member of the 
State Agricultural society and she was 
unanimously elected. erefore, you 
will see that one woman enjoys this 
pe ey ae by reason of the eloquence 
of her words, the other equally entitled 
to it by the eloquence of her deeds.

to cope with their responsibilities in a crisis which has tested the women 


in the European war zone.

Now let no tender-hearted sister con- 
flict this proposed social work with 
charity or philanthropy. There is no 
philanthropy in it; it is patriotic 
service, pure and simple. The woman 
working in the industrial institutions is 
serving her country as surely as the 
women of France are who are ‘“gather- 
ing the crops.” 

And the leisure woman who is not 
able to work in the factory. who ts 
beyond the age, when she could be 
trained for it, is only serving her coun- 
try in the way she can when she looks 
after the home and the children of the 
trained industrial woman wherever she 
is working. 

When the leisure women who can do 
this form of work fail to do it they 
are as surely shirking their duty to 
the country, as the man who shies when 
his country calls for him. 

This incident hérein illustrates just 
ane way in which women can serve 
their country right at home, without 
the fear that in order to serve, they 
must go into some other part of the 
land, or be plunged into the very 
trenches of war. while war is not yet 
formally or officially declared.

The Free Kindergarten 
association is an@ther avenue through 
which to work, and the various clubs 
and organizations which have touched 
upon welfare work along industrial 
lines. 

This work at home in case of the 
crisis of war, has been grouped by the 
program-maker of the National League 
for Woman’s service, under the head, 
Social Service and Welfare. 

In Atlanta, Mrs. William H. Kiser is 
chairman of this committee. She will 
have associated with her the Order of 
Old-Fashioned women as assistants, and 
the Sheltering Arms society, with an 
additional number of women who may 
choose to serve in this department of 
work. 

Under the head of Social Welfare 
Work comes everything pertaining, the 
housing and feeding of industrial work- 
ers, tndustrial canteens and railroad 
station canteens, co-operation in caring 
for families of militiamen, the visiting 
and investigating incident to this. 

It will be obvious that Mrs. Kiser will 
have many subdepartments under the 
one main committee, and as the work 
grows, these committees and their 
chairmen will be appointed. 

This is the form of work which will 
be the most necessary at home when 
the men are called to arms. When 
they are, whether there is war or not, 
they will have left their Homes and 


families, and the social work among ' 


them right here will have to begin. 

It will be seen therefore that the 
work of the League for National Service 
begin at once, though there may never 
be an incident of war disaster.

Letter te Commandants. 


The letter issued by the navy to com- 
mandants in all districts was: 
To Commandants of all Districts: 

Subject: Enrollment of women in the na- 
val coast defense reserve. 

1. The following decision of the navy de- 
partment is quoted for your information: 

“May women be enrolled in the naval 
coast defense reserve? After a careful read- 
ing of that part of the act of August 29, 
1916, which created the naval reserve force, 
of which the naval coast defense reserve 
ie a class, nothing can be found which 
would prohibit the enroliment in the naval 
reserve force and in the class mentioned 
of women. On the contrary, it is believed 
that their enrollment was contemplated. You 
are informed. therefore, that women may 
be enrolled in this class of the naval re- 
serve force."’

The Spirit of 
The English Women. 


During her visit here Mrs. Coffin Van 
Rensselaer, representing the League for 
Woman's Service, told many stories of 
the experience of Miss Grace Parker, 
of New York, when she made a survey 
of the work the British government has 
required of women and the way the 
women responded. One of these per- 
tained to the incident of one munitions 
factory where eighteen thousand wom- 
en were employed, these, all of them, 
having taken the place of men at the 
front, and nearly all of them women 
with homes dependent upon them. They 
worked in shifts of twelve hours each, 
nine thousand at a ¢ime. 

The work is very arduous and 4iffi- 
cult, and frequently the women are 
obliged to wear protectors to protect 
their faces from the fumes of certain 
mathines. One night while these nine 
thousand women toiled thus for their 
country, taking the place of the men in 
the trenches, the guards without gave 
the alarm of a Zeppelin raid. Instant- 
ly every light in that factory went out 
and those toiling women were in sud- 
den awful darkness. They knew some- 
thing disastrous was at hand, but be- 
fore they had much time to think even,

voice and began to sing, and the nine 
thousand joined and sang as one wom- 
l an, “Let Us Keep the Home Fires 
Burning.”

Important 
Official News. 
From the National League for Wom- 


an’s Service, 1056 West Fortieth street, 
comes the following important official 


news: 
New York, March 23.—The first com- 


prehensive plan for mobilizing the 


woman power of the United States for 
service in case of war has been offi- 
cially approved by the federal govern- 
ment and placed in actual operation, 
with the opening in Washington of the 
Bureau of Regulation and Information 
of the National League for Women’s 
Service. All activities at the bureau 
concerning the welfare of wage-earn- 
ing women are subject to the approval 
of the secretary of labor, who is to 
name a representative on the bureau’s 
board of directors. 

The following complete statement of 
the purposes of the bureau, the part 
that .women will be expected to play 
in the event of war, the need for sys- 
tematic preparation for mobilizing them 
and the bureau’s methods of co-opera- 
tion with the federal authorities was 
given out from the national headquar- 
ters of the league at 1056 West Fortieth 
street, New York city. 

The bureau of registration and in- 
formation has put down to the federal 
department of labor a concrete propo- 
sition for assisting in the mobilisation 
of wage-earning women. The plan has 
been officially approved by the secre- 
tary of labor, who has agreed to name 
a representative on the bureau's board 
of directors. All the activities of the 
bureau which concern the welfare of 
wage-earning women are subject to the 
approval of the secretary of labor. The 
immediate assistance which the bureau 
will render the department in this re- 
spect can be illustrated better than de- 
scribed. 

The appropriation by congress of ap- 
proximately a billion dollars for pre- 
paredness means that the industries 
which furnish battleships, airships, mu- 
nitions and other supplies of war must 
be accelerated to meet the demands. 
But if all the factories and mills are to 
deliver within reasonable time the war 
orders they accept they will require not 
only additional raw material and man- 
ufactured supplies, but they will need 
additional labor. Many of these mills 
and factories, particularly those con- 
cerned with the manufacture of tex- 
tiles, clothing, shoes, food and muni- 
tions, require a great many women. 

Here is where the bureau of regis- 
tration and information will assist the 
department of labor. It will not itself 
take a general census of wage-earning 
or leisure women, nor eVen attempt 
to keep a nation-wide registration of 
women available for specific occupa. 
tions—an undertaking which can be 
done satisfactorily, and which the 
women are seeking to have done by 
state agencies that are equipped with 
the necessary tabulating devices and 
statistical computing machines. But 
the bureau of registration and irfor- 
mation has undertaken to aégsist the 
federal department of labor in its ef- 
forts to provide the factories and mills 
engaged upen government orders with 


an adequate supply of women trained 
in the required occupations. This serv- 
ice is to be rendered through the sup- 
porting organizations.

Preparedness 
In the Mountains. 


While the men and women of the 
cities are talking and planning for 
their preparedness, the boys and girls 
in the mountain schools of the state 
are expressing their patriotism by re- 
newed interest which is one continued 
work of preparedness. The boys are 
working diligently along the industrial 
lines for which they are being train- 
ed, and at the Tallulah Falls Indus- 
trial school, maintained by the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs, an 
exhibit is at present being made by 
the boys of all kinds of furniture which 
they are making out of class hours. 
The girls are doubling their work 
along lines of cooKing, poultry rais- 
ing, gardening and dairying, and con- 
tests in cooking demonstrate not only 
a training in the actual preparation of 
foods, but a knowledge of the food 
values, and the purchase of them. 

And though it may be a far cry from 
the boy and girl in the mountains 
learning to make furniture and to 
cook, to the presentation of grand 
opera in Atlanta in*April, the inter- 
pretative opera recitals being given 
in Atlanta by Mre. Armande Carroll 
aid directly the Tallulah Falls Indus- 
trial school in the present campaign 
of the mountain children for prepar- 
edness. 


| Housekeeping 
On a War Basis.

Miss Clark designed and carried out 
every detail of the beautiful nurseries 
of Mrs. Stewart Witham, Mrs. James 
Riley, and -Mrs. Robert Maddox. She 
has redecorated arid furnished the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Foreman; she is 
doing one of these entrance halls in the 
Ponce de Leon apartment, and she is 
doing the interior decorating work in 
the Chi Phi chapter house of Athens, 
Ga. She designed the model shop for 
the Vogue Pattern company in the Con- 
nally building, and has on her list a 
number of contracts which will begin 


in the spring. 

The work of interior decorating, art- 
ists state, is one of the most interest- 
ing branches of art, and is one’ for 
which training is demanded not merely 
in the knowledge of that particular 
speciality, but in an accompanying busi- 
ness training, for the woman interior 
decorator of today does not merely put 
the design on paper with color schemes, 
ete., suggested, but she must actually 
deliver the goods. 

She must herself contract for the 
work, make the purchases for the 
scheme, and finally place every article 
of furniture called for in the design, 
select the very pictures that hang on 
the wall, and see that they are hung 
right.

Now, no one doubts that nearly ev- 
ery woman has her own ideas about 
what she wants her house to be; she 
may have a marked individuality of 
taste, and yet. she cannot, without 
training, know all the little details 
which accompany the scheme of deco- 
ration she may have in her mind. Here 
it is that the trained decorator takes 
the patron’s ideas and desires and 
adapts them to a complete scheme and 
carries it out, still preserving the in- 
dividuality of the patron, but bringing 
to it the perfection of the idea. 

“Yes, there igva broad field open to 
women decorators,” stated Miss Clark, 
when asked about her profession.

“These garden products afford lit- 
tle nourishment.

A peach 
or a pear is nearly all water, but 
they are wonderful medicine for 
folks. 

“Fresh vegetables are actually pre- 
scribed for so specific a purpose as 
that of making the hair grow rapidly 
and luxuriantly. Sulphur (which en- 
ters ta a considerable extent into the 
structure of hair) is a plentiful in- 
gredient of spinach, onion, peas and 
beans. 

“The first essential to beauty is 
sound health. Ideas on this subject 
bave radically altered in recent days. 


No longer is delicacy of physique ad- 
mired in young women. The girls of 
the 20th century do not gnaw slate 
pencils for the purpose of acquiring 
an interesting pallor. They are 
not ashamed of a wholesome appe- 
tite for food. Miss Lydia Languish, 
if she lived today, would eat hearti- 
ly at the table, instead of raiding the 
pantry on the sly between meals. 

“How shall a_ beautiful girl be 
made? One might say, in reply, that 
the making of her must be begun at 
least 100 years before she is born. 
Her ancestry must be healthy and 
free from constitutional blemish. 
The homely women we see today 
owe their lack of good looks mainly 
to the physical imperfections of their 
progenitors. 

“It might be said that a beautiful 
woman is made up of two things—a 


Well developed skeleton, and a prop- 
erly developed muscle structure. She 
must be, in a word, a first-class ani- 
mal. It is incidentally necessary, of 
course, that her vital organs shall be 
sound. Her digestion must be good, 
else good looks are out of the ques- 
tion, 

“The modern point of view in re- 
gard to such matters being so differ- 
ent from that*of earlier days, one 
might expect to find a ruling of plain 
common sense in affairs that relate 
to women’s beauty. But is it so? In 
reply, one is distressed to acknowl- 
edge that the banished absurdities 
have been replaced by others not less 
to be lamented. 


Once the Old, Now the Young. 
“Women no longer dose them- 
selves with arsenic (a dangerous 
mineral poison) to beautify their 
complexions. They do not put bel- 
ladonna in their eyes. But they paint 
as never women have painted them- 
selves before. One reads in books 
of women who, in past generations, 


‘enamelled’ their faces, It was wom- 
en past their prime who did it, to imi- 
tate the complexion of youth. But 
nowadays it is the young women— 
mere girls, who need no such ad- 
yentitious aid to pulchritude—who 
commonly adopt this disgusting prac- 
tice. 

“They spread a white wash over 
their faces, eked out with rouge. As 
they view themselves in their dres- 
sing-mirrors, the effect is highly sat- 
isfactory. They do not realize that. 
in. the full and glaring daylight of 
the street, the artifice is plainly dis- 
tingnishable. It gives a sort of 
‘clown effect,’ with a suggestion of 
the circus. But it attracts attention, 
which they mistake for admiration. 

“One might write an interesting 
essay on the indelicacies of the toilet 
of the present-day young woman. 
She pauses, quite shamelessly, in any 
public place to powder her nose; it 
may be on the sidewalk. It isn’t 
nice, to say the least, but the point 
I would make here is that the bis- 
muth powder she uses, while it 
whitens the skin, is utterly destruc- 
tive to the complexion in the long 
run, because it chokes the pores. 

“Again, consider the new-style 
shoes. They are said to have doubled 
the business of the chircpodists. The 
sufferings of the women who wear 


them. .are dreadful to contemplate.

And, apparently, the awkward gait 
of the wearers is unnoticed by the 
everyday observer. Their legs have 
no flexibility; they walk as if on 
stilts. 

Beauty and Bones. 

“A pretty woman is built on a 
framework of bones, but the latter 
chould be discreetly concealed. If 
small, they are less conspicuovs. A 
woman with small bones may be 
slender, with little flesh, yet appear 
sufficiently plump. On the other 
hand, large bones are not undesira- 
ble if the muscular structure is prop- 
erly developed, and a _ reasonable 
plumpness is superadded. 

“A pretty neck depends primarily 
on bone structure. If the shoulders 
are well developed, and the chest 
rounded, no bones are thrown into 
objectionable prominence. The col- 
Jar-bones in front and the shoulder- 
blades behind are the supports of the 
shoulders, and are liable to be dis- 
played unless the shoulders are 


properly squared, On the other hand, 
if the shoulders droop too much, the 
collar-bones are pushed into view, 
and likewise the upper end of the 
breast-bone. Many women, in even- 
ing dress, show a line of spiky promi- 
nences down the back, marking the 
vertebrae. It is because the muscu- 
lar system running down the spine 
lacks proper development. 

“A prominent and sharp elbow is 
due mainly to a deficiency of muscle 
structure. The bone that makes it- 
self so undesirably conspicuous is

little importance, relatively speak- 
ing. Healthful surroundings, exer- 
cise and proper food are of far more 
consequence, for beauty-making and 
for her future happiness, than Latin, 
mathematics, French and music. 

“Up to the age of 16 the girl-child 
whose parents want her to be beau- 
tiful should have plenty of fresh veg- 
etables and fruit, with little meat 
and no tea or coffee. Cereal (the 
whole grain) with milk furnishes an 
ideal food, nourishing all parts of 
the pody. She should have a cold 
bath every morning—as cold, that is 
to say, as can be taken with an en- 
joyable glow after it—and a brisk 
rub to follow. 

“She should learn how to cook and 
keep house. Cooking will make her 
prettier. Mashing potatoes and beat- 
ing eggs is first-rate exercise. But, 
beyond this, the acquisition of a use- 
ful art makes expression and charac- 
ter. No young woman is reaMy beau- 
tiful who has no character in her 
face, and character is developed 
through usefulness. 

“Nowadays,” Dr. Wiley went on to 
say, “women keep their good looks 
much longer than in any previous

“Inasmuch as beauty depends so 
largely upon a good devolpment of 
the muscles, it is obvious that a 
woman from early girlhood should 
practice calisthenics and have all the 
vigorous outdoor exercise she can 
get. Bust development depends 
primarily on the development of the 
chest muscles—the muscles that are 
employed for moving the arms: 
Hence it follows that exercise of the 
arms is the best means of develop- 
ing the bust. — 

“The prime object of a_ girl's 
schooling should be to make a good 
physique. What she learns at that 
period of her life, beyond réading. 
writing and the doing of ‘sums,’ is of 


generation. They have learned how 
to take care of them. But, of course, 
where beauty is concerned,the young 
girl will always have a great advan- 
tage over the woman who has passed 
even her early twenties. 

Imitating Youth. 

“This is because youth means 
newness, The freshness and bright- 
ness. of girlhood cannot be repro 
duced or successfully imitated ih 
later years. There is a curious like 
ness in this respect between a young 
girl and a new toy, or anything else 
that is fresh from the shop. 

“Her teeth are pearly-white be- 
cause they are new. As time goes

of texture*that will soon be measur- 
ably lost; it will thickén and grow 
rougher.

The words of the song “America,” 
were written by Rev. Samuel F. Smith, 
a young Baptist clergyman, who was 
a graduate of Harvard. 

amuel Smith was engaged in the 
work of translating the words of some 
German melodies for Lowell Mason, a 
pioneer musician. Smith was attract- 
ed ‘by the tune and metre of the song, 
“God Save the King,” and without in 
any degree imitating the words, wrote 
“we though inspired, the words “Amer- 
ca.”” , 

These words were written in Febru- 
ary, 1832, and on the following Fourth 
of July it was with surprise that Rev. 
Samuel Smith heard his poem sung 
by five hundred children at the chil- 
dren's celebration in Park S&treet 
church in Boston. 

The tune of the song is‘ English and 
is supposed to have been written by 
Henry Carey in 1742. it was first 
sung at a tavern in Cornhill, to cele- 
brate an English victory. 

The early Colonial settlers of Amer- 
ica were accustomed to singing the 
national anthem of the mother coun- 
try, after the revolution many local 
patriotic verses were sung to the tune. 

The tune of “America” has been 
called the “Universal National An- 
them;” it is used as a national son 
in England, Germany, Switzerland, 
Norway, Denmark dnd many princi- 
palities of Europe. The tune has been 
popular in France since 1775,

Harnessing a Volcano. 


Larderello, Italy, has an electric cen- 
tral station which is one of the most 
extraordinary installations in the world. 
Three big turbo-generators supply the 
townspeople with electricity for illumi- 
nating purposes at night. During the 
day the power is used to operate big 
munition factories. And not a pound 
of coal is cbnsumed to supply the tur- 
bines with steam, for the steam is 
piped to the turbines from a smoking 
volcano and the whirring dynamos 
change the waste ar ye of nature 
into electricity ready to furnish light, 
heat and wer to the towns and vil- 
lages of Tuscany. Two of the gen- 
erating units have been operated with 
the voleanic heat for nearly a year 
with complete satisfaction, and electric 
energy for manufacturing and domestic 
purposes has practically displaced coal 
which is both scarce and expensive. 

Prince Ginori-Conti was.the one to 
whom is due the credit of hitching up 
volcanic heat to perform the work of 
the neighborhood. He experimented 
with the powerful jets of steam forced 
up through the cracks in the ground 
and in 1908 tried to apply the waste 
energy to a steam motor. Afterwards 
a strong jet was used to run a small 
electric lighting set and enough elec- 
abs 2 was generated to light the borax 
workings. he scheme was improved 
upon later when holes were bored into 
the ground and pes driven down to 
tap the source Ofpthe ‘steam some 300 
or 600 t below t surface. With 
bore holes varying from a foot to twen- 
ty inches in size, steam under a pres- 
sure of from two to five atmospheres 
and with a temperature of 160 to 190 
degrees Centigrade enough power was 
obtained to operate an ordinary steam 
engine of 40 horsepower in 1906. The 
mechanical operation of the engine was 
r euccess, and it ran for several years 
twith volcanic steam at practically no 
expense. The only disadvantage lay 
in the rapidity with which the natural 
salts and gases, mixed with the steam, 
rusted away the working parts of the 
engine. 

ot to be discouraged by this dif- 
ficulty Prince Ginori-Conti removed 
this undesirable feature by piping the 
super-heated steam to a boiler and us- 
ing it to heat the boiler and generate 
steam which did not contain the in- 
jurious ealts and gases. Using the 
volcanic steam instead of fuel beneath 
an ordinary tubular boiled, he secured 
steam under a pressure of two atmos- 
heres which he applied to a steam 
urbine connected to an electric gen- 
erator and distributed the power to the 
city and outlying villages. So success- 
ful was the scheme that an extensive 
plant was planned and three turbo- 
electric generating units. each with a 
capacity of 3,000 kilowatts were in- 
stalled. A specially constructed group 
of boilers with aluminum flues to pre- 
vent the corrosive effects of the nat- 
ural steam was erected in connection 
with them, and in January, 1916, the 
first unit was started. Since that time 
all the three units have been put in 
operation and have given entire satis- 
faction thus proving the success of the 
acheme and opening up a new field for 
the use of natural resources made to 
furnish heat, light and power. 

This method of using the internal 
heat of the earth to generate electricity 
may be increased to many hundreds of 
thousands of horsepower, and the cur- 
rent already wenerated lights the cities 
of Leghorn, Florence and many of the 
smaller towns of Tuscany.

Bartow Educational 
fund of $10,000 was completed and was 
invested to help maintain that splen- 
did mountain school for girls and boys, 
the Georgia division decided “to be- 
gin to pay the expenses of one or more 
girls at our state institutions, the 
Atheng and Milledgeville Normal 
schools, the money to be raised by 
contributions from the chapters.” 

Mrs. Lamar appointed me chairman 
and that year twelve chapters respond- 
ed with contributions of one hundred 
and fifty-seven dollars. This amount 
enabled two splendid girls to be chos- 
en as beneficiaries of the division's 
scholarships. 

At the next convention, in Bastman, 
in 1914, it was decided to establish 
a permanent committee for the collec- 
tion of an endowment fund whose in- 
terest shall maintain the beneficiaries 
at the twa industrial state schools; 
that this committee shall represent 
the various sections of the state; shall 
formulate plans for promoting this. 
Phase of educational work; shall en- 
deavor to divide the opportunities 
evenly throughout the state. It was 
deemed best to maintain the same girl 
until she finished the céurse or failed 
in deportment or effort. It was also 
decided that euch chapters of the 
Georgia division, U. D. C., as could do 
so, carry out Miss Rutherford’s origi- 
nal plan of celebrating Georgia day, 
February 12, as “Flag Day” for this 
educational work. : 


Rules Adopted.

The 
next graduated after one year and is 
doing splendid work as a teacher in 
one of the best schools in the state. 
She is rg dot Peay a widowed mother 
rother. 

Most excellent ee come from 
our present Athens student. 

We have on file many applications 
for this one Milledgeville olarship, 
and it will be very difficult to choose 
one since each one is most worthy and 
deserving of our help.

SOIL PREPARATION 
VERY IMPORTANT. 


The preparation and fertilization of 
the email garden is a thing of great 
moment. aA heavy soil may be made 
light through the addition of organic 
matter. A lighter soil may be given 
body by the same means. Probably the 
best fertilizer for the back yard gar- 
den f{s well-rotted stable manure. _ It 
should be applied at the rate of 40 
two-horse wagon loads per acre. This 
means 
which is one-twentieth of an _ acre, 
should have 2 two-horse wagon loads 
or 4 one-horse wagon loads spread 
upon it. Scatter this manure well and 
fork or spade it under. It is probably 
better to fork the small garden than 
to try to plow it. There is no room for 
the use of a two-horse plow on one- 
twentieth of an acre, and any plowing 
done with ‘anything less than @ two- 
horse plow can hardly be considered 
plowing. A four-tine spading fork is 
one of the best implements for putting 
the garden in condition. It takes a 
little more time, but by driving the 


fork into the ground the length of the/ 


e, prigin up the soil, turning it 
sag sade ge the same time hitting it 
on top with the fork, the plowing and 
sreparation is done at once. Following 
this spading with an ordinary garden 
rake will put the land in excellent con- 
dition for planting. If barnyard manure 
is unattainable, Ahe fertilizer for one- 
twentieth of an acre should be 50 pounds 
of cotton seed meal mixed with 100 
unds 16 .per cent acid phosphate. 
furiate of Potash is too high for use 
this year. Apply this fertilizer broadcast 
and work it into the surface of the soil 
with a rake after the ground tas been 
forked. An application of 5 pounds 
nitrate of sode on one-twentieth of an 
acre can well be made every month. 
This application should be broadcast 
and applied mainly to those vegetable 
grown Tor leaves. ;

PLANT YOUR SEEDS 
IN STRAIGHT LINES. 


Planting—After the garden has been 
worked, it is well to plant it by a line. 
A straight row of vegetables looks 
better than a crooked one. Stretch the 
line across the plat of ground, and for 
small seeds open up a furrow 2 or 3 
inches deep with a little garden hoe. 
Sow the seeds, cover them up, then 
walk down the row, so as to tread it 
down. Then with a den rake work 
over the row in order to loosen the 
upper surface.

it may be done by putting a sprinkler | 
in the center of the garden and lIet-! 
tin it run for 5 or 6 hours. Such 
watering takes the place of a rain, 
and as soon as it is finished and the 
surface of the ground is dry enough 
to permit of it, cultivation should 
begun in order to conserve the moisture 
that has been given to the ground. It 
costs approximately 10c per hour, under 
ordinary city conditions, to run a %- 
inch hose full tilt. 


GARDENER MUST FIGHT 
ARMY OF BUGS. 


The new gardener will find more bugs 
and diseases than he ever thought ex- 
isted. Fight fungous diseases, such 
as leaf spots, rusts and mildews with 
Bordeaux mixture. Dissolve one ounce 
of bluestone in 2 quarts with water. 
Pour these two simultaneously through 
a cheese cloth or fly screen into a

Insects that eat holes in the leaves 
or eat up the plants, like potato bugs 
er bean beetles, should be pg ely by 
using one ounce of arsenate of lead in 
one galion of water. Spray whenever 
the insects appear in sufficient num- 
bers to be injurious. If desired, an 
ounce of arsenate of lead can be put 
into 1 gallon of Bordeaux mixture and 
the two sprays applied as one. 

Insects that suck the juices of plants, 
like plant lice, may be fought by the 
use of 2 ounces of soap in 1 gallon 
of water.

sprays, and these should hand 
picked. Whenever plants begin to wilt 
or die it is generally an indication of 
some disease of the soil or of a bac- 
terial condition. These cannot be con- 
trolled by sprays, and the infected plants
